Staff  Plans  Move 
To  Industrial  Bldg.

Universe  News  Editor 
Plans  are  now  being  made  by  industrial 
education  staff  members  for  their  move  into 
the  new  industrial  education  building  during 
Christmas  vacation,  according  to  Guy  Pierce, 
chairman  of  the  Industrial  Education  Dept. 

THE  FIRST  INSPECTION  of  the  building 
to  see  what  parts  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
will  be  on  Tuesday,  Pierce  said.  He  emphasized 
that  this  first  inspection  is  by  no  means  any 
indication  that  the  building  is  completed. 

He  said  that  about  half  of  the  rooms  will 
be  used  next  quarter,  and  workmen  will  be 
working  on  those  areas  while  classes  are  going 
on. 

RE-EMPHASIZING  the  fact 
that  the  arrangement  during 
winter  quarter  will  be  tempo- 
rary, Pierce  said  that  no  date 
ias  been  set  for  the  dedication 
because  the  building  cannot  be 
'inished  until  blacktop  can  be 
idded  in  the  spring. 

Dec.  15  was  the  estimated  fin- 
ishing date  of  the  building,  but 
Pierce  explained  that  the  Salt 
Lake  City  contractors — Mark  B. 
Garff,  Ryberg  and  Garff — had 
been  given  a 45-day  extension  on 
their  contract  because  of  the 
steel  strike  and  contract-signing 
difficulties. 

BUILT  DUE  EAST  of  Central 
Heating  Plant,  the  building  is 
204  feet  by  128  feet  and  has  35,- 
S90  square  feet  of  floor  space. 
Tt  is  being  built  at  an  estimated 
rost  of  $612,800. 

Glass  areas  cover  the  top  half 
I of  the  building,  and  the  lower 
; part  is  of  solid  golden  buff  brick 
i *o  match  the  other  recent  build- 
I ings  on  campus. 

IT  HAS  TWO  stories  and  will 
house  on  the  main  floor  the 
machine  shop,  wood  shop,  arc 
and  gas  welding  laboratories  and 
general  shop. 

The  second  floor  will  have 
drafting  and  graphic  arts  rooms, 
classrooms  and  offices.  Elevators 
and  sawdust  chutes  have  been 
included  in  the  plans. 

THE  NEW  BUILDING  will  be 
the  center  of  activity  of  the  Gen- 
eral College  of  Brigham  Young 
University,  which  was  created 
last  year.
